| [Extract from a private letter from a Chi- 
cago lawyer, in Georgia, to his father, in 
this city. 

This .ountry is 


filling up rapidiy with 
Yankees, and a very good class too, 80 far. 
Land advancing rapidly in price. If you 
have any notion of coming South to live 
the sooner you get here the better it will be 
for you. All parties coming South for the 
purpose of settling here travel for half-fare 
over the Southern railroada, or most of 
them. All those that have come here are 
doing well, so far, except one or two. who 
had never farmed anywhere, and kpew 
nothing about work. Such men bad better 
not come, unless they have capital, and 

plenty of it. But men who have small 

capital, knowing how to use it, and are will- 
ing to work, can do all things, considered, 
better here than in any country known of, 
As one man, who has been here since 1865, 
remarked : We can row successfully 

all that you can at the North, and a great 
deal more. Clover grows tinely; wheat 
does better than in the Porta weet, 
is u surer crop, and never winter-kills. So: 
do outs andrye. Corn does well, but don’t 
field per acre as much. This isa very 

backward 8 yet our Irish potatoes are 
in full bloom. Wheat is headed out and in 

fullbloom. Garden peas are plentiful, so 

are strawberries. We sow wheat here up 

to Christmas, and vats almost any time 
from August to April. It a man is a good 

farmer in the Northwest, will only use the 
same energy he does there, he can’t help 
doing better. He must expect disappoint- 
ment and bad crops, as well here as any- 

where, but no place on earth can he grow 

such a variety. If his wheat rusts and 

fails, it never winter-kilis here; he can 

plant corn and sweet potatoes and make a 

good crop on the same ground. One great 

mistake our Southern planters make is 

this: They follow the same old rule: plant 

cotton and purchaseeverythiny cise. Any 

man who does so Will work hard and live 

and die a poor man. Those who follow the 
opposite rule are, Without exception, doing 
well. They are out of debt. have cash in 

hand, and pienty to eat. They are the 
only class who had anything when the war 
wus Over.— Chicago Times.

ning at Large. 

An estimate was made in the fall, in 
Camden county, of -the cost of three small 
pigs. They destroyed the planting of over 
two acres of sweet potatoes, estimated, by 
the crop gathered from another acre, at tive 
hundred bashels, worth then $100. Ser-
